The effect of his singular physique Is 
heightened by his hair, which is brush­ 
ed up Into a minature mountain on his 
head.

has apparently been solved by a French 
inventor who has perfected a machine 
which is cheap, simple of operation, 
practically everlasting and thoroughly 
practical. 
It may be ope rated by a belt connect­ 
ed with a steam engine, by a small elec­ 
tric motor or by hand cranks. 
The in­ 
vention is a rotative compression and 
automatic machine, regulating Itself to 
all speeds, whatever may be the tein- 
perature-o# the oond+m*4«g water used. 
The important feature, says the Tech­ 
nical World, is a cylinder in which the 
chemicals are sealed—the latter 
not 
requiring renewal and lasting as long 
as the machine itself—and which, re­ 
volving in water, produces the ice. 
It 
can also produce cold air. 
The machine has no Joint piece, no 
pressure gauge, no suction or regula­ 
ting valve. 
It will 
work 
in water 
reaching even 113 degrees Fahrenheit 
and saves 98 per cent cooling water and 
70 per cent of motive power as com­ 
pared with any other freezing machine 
known.

Harvey 
What more Wiley because of an alleged 
discovery of 15,000,000 disease germs 
to the square Inch of crack! 
O u f 
grandmothers. God bless ’em, brought 
out their blue china on state occasions 
only, and were proud to exhibit the 
cracks as evidence of old age and genu­ 
ineness. 
That fine soup tureen without 
Its chips and cracks would not he worth 
a small bag of salt, says the New York 
Press. 
The making of china Is the oldest art 
known to man. 
In fact, pottery ante­ 
dates history. The Chinese records as­ 
cribe its Invention to Emperor Hoangti, 
about 2700 B. C. In America the mound 
builders of the prehistoric era and the 
Indians before the white man were ex­ 
pert makers of earthenware. 
The Hindu, the Hebrew, the Egyp­ 
tian, the Greek—all 
produced 
many 
beautiful forms in pottery. 
Most of the 
specimens In existence to-day are crack­ 
ed or chipped. 
A learned microscopist 
can examine the broken edge of a plate 
and tell whether the article was made 
fifty or 5,000 years ago. 
Counting the 
number of micro-organisms In a crack 
is an easy job In comparison. 
Dr. Pasquale Grillo took sharp Issue 
with L>r. Harvey Whatmore Wiley. “Of 
course, there are germs 
in 
cracked 
china,” he said, “as there are In every­ 
thing else In the universe. 
And it may

ple and

manufactured for 
about a dollar. 
It consists merely of 
a double-wall tin vessel with a capacity 
of five gallons. 
The hollow space be­ 
tween the two walls is about an inch 
across.

In the big 2 0 0 at Hamburg there la 
a collection of giant tortoises. Children

Among Inventions recently patented 
is the floor jack shown in the accom­ 
panying illustration, 
an 
exceedingly 
handy and conve­ 
nient 
Implement 
for 
setting 
up 
tongue -and-groove 
flooring. It is sim­ 
ple in construction, 
and 
is especially 
arranged for con­ 
venient 
handling, 
so as to facilitate 
the engagement of 
the device with a 
moon j a c k . 
piece 
of 
flooring 
and readily manipulated for forcing the 
successive floor pieces into 
position. 
This floor jack is operated by a lever 
at the end of which is a foot having a 
pointed end designed to bite into a floor 
beam. 
Pivoted to the foot is a shank 
to which is clumped a grooved section 
of flooring. 
In practice the floor jack 
is placed in position adjacent to tile 
piece of flooring to be nailed as shown. 
The pointed end is forced Into the floor 
beam and the lever swung to force the 
last piece of flooring snugly 
against 
those pieces which have already been 
laid. 
The flooring strip is then nailed 
in the usual manner aud the jack re­ 
moved to make room for another piece.

The one-room flat is a real estate 
novelty from the W est 
This so-called 
one-room flat, by means of specially 
built furniture, makes Its one room 
serve for the purposes that usually 
take several. 
Several Western cities 
are provided 
wirti 
these 
apartment 
houses, some of them sheltering as 
many as twenty-eight families. 
Some 
of them are called “residence hotels. ’ 
and offer tenants the choice of taking 
their meals in the public dining room 
or using the domestic facilities At­ 
tached to their own room. 
Of course, the flat bas in reality 
more than one room. 
There is an en­ 
trance hall, a bathroom and a narrow 
apartm ent adjoining the main room, 
which serves for the operation of the 
furniture, which swings on a pivot. 
The plan of these flats shows one large 
room, with a kitchenette, a bathroom 
and this curious room about three feet 
deep, running parallel with the main 
living room. 
One end of this serves 
to supply the closet room, while the 
other provides the space for the fur­ 
niture to swing about in._________ 
When the one-room flat is serving 
as a drawing room, there is a small 
center table visible, a combination desk 
and bookcase, and a sideboard which 
stands iii its place, whether tin* room 
is to be used as a sitting or dining 
room. 
It is only at slumber time that 
the sideboard turns around, and on 
Hie other side of the board partition 
back of it there swings into view” a 
brass bed. 
This is folded up against 
the board, but it is ^o arranged that 
the bedclothes attached to hooks in 
the head of the bed are allowed to 
swing free and are aired all day. 
The library table, merely by swing­ 
ing Its i*lge around, doubles its size 
and is capable of seating four jiersons. 
When bedtime is at hand the bookcase, 
which stands next the sideboard, also 
does its turn, and in its place there 
appears a dressing table. 
Of course, 
the same chairs must serve, and they 
must he selected with appropriateness 
for the varied uses of the room. 
The great merit claimed for these 
one-room flats is the saving of space, 
the freedom from the greater cares 
of housekeeping and the possibility of 
housing so many families iii one build­ 
ing. 
Of course, the patented furniture 
made for them is the indispensable ele­ 
ment of the scheme, arni—without It 
such dwelling places W’ould not he pos­ 
sible. 
So it is naturally the company 
that manufactures the furniture which 
is putting up the houses, selling stock

any 
other 
building 
project. 
In not every case is tile house 
supplied with a hotel dining room. 
In 
some there are only the small kitch­ 
ens.

Green was branded 
as a “traitor to his party” and was 
characterized as a political Benedict 
Arnold, Green is the first of the Dem 
oerats who supported the option meas­ 
ure to feel the sting. 
Miami county

strengthen tlie belief of the investigator 
that the dangers said tobesetthe money 
handler are largely imaginary . 
There 
can be no better p roof than the fact 
that bank tellers and clerks and the 
emp loy es of tho United States treasur­ 
er, In whose office all 
dirty 
money 
lands, do not contract Infectious dis­ 
eases any oftener than other p eop le. 
The 
sterilization 
of 
p ap er 
money 
would lie an unending and needless p re­ 
caution, but there are many who ob­ 
ject to dirty money . 
They like the 
crackle of crisp bills as women do the 
froufrou of a silk p etticoat. 
Bankers 
do not, for new bills cannot be counted 
so quickly as those that have been in 
use. 
A more frequent redemp tion of 
the smaller notes, which circulate rap ­ 
idly and get soiled quickly , is desira­ 
ble. 
That would mean more exp ense 
mid work, but tfi£ p lain p eop le would 
be p leased. They will take dirty money 
without grumbling, but 
they 
p refer 
fresh bills.

WHY URBAN POPULATION INCREASES. 
IIE drift to the cities is not a p urely Ainer 
lean p henomenon, but is observable else­ 
where. In Germany , for which figures have 
just been p ublished, there was in 1871 but 
30.1 p er cent of the p op ulation living In 
cities of 2,000 or more ir habitants. 
In 
1008. however, the p ercentage of urban p op ­ 
ulation is 54.3 p er cent. 
In Great Britain, too, the p op u 
latlon is huddling Itself into cities. 
The attraction of city life cannot be the cause of 
this change, however strong it may be, for economic ad­ 
vantage invariably rules human beings, in tlie mass. 
It 
must be that, as a rule, it is easier to make a living iu 
the city than in the country . 
The invention of farm machinery is undoubtedly re­ 
sp onsible for a large numbei of transfers of farmers’ sons 
to the city . 
The reap er, the harvester and other farm 
imp lements have not only lightened the farmers’ work, 
but have enabled them to get along with much fewer 
workingmen. 
To raise enough wheat to feed a thou­ 
sand p ersons is as easy to-day as a generation ago it was 
to raise enough to feed ten p ersons. 
No more help is re­ 
quired. 
This cutting down the number of farmers’ emp loy es 
by labor-saving machinery has had tlie effect of driving 
into cities thousands of men who used to be able to make 
good livings iu the ^country . 
They simp ly had to come 
or starve, unless they had money enough to buy land of 
their own, which was not the case with many of them. 
It is not the "lure of the cities" that is dep op ulating 
the country , but stern necessity that comp els men to 
seek the p lace where work can be had.—Chicago Journal.

CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 
OR some y ears the question 
of camp aign 
funds has been p rominent, not only in the 
bickerings between p arties, but in the ut­ 
terances of p ersons who hold that both 
p arties are dangerously dep endent on rich 
men or rich corp orations. 
A y ear and a 
half ago Congress p assed a law forbidding 
corp orations to contribute money for the election of na­ 
tional officials. 
This means that John Smith may con­ 
tribute. but John Smith & Co., Incorp orated, may not. 
In several Suites the laws require candidates and p arty 
committees to make sworn statements of their camp aign 
exp enses, but they do not in all cases require a list of 
contributors and a statement of die amounts contrib­ 
uted. 
Last December, in a message to Congress, the President 
suggested that Congress ap p rop riate money for the ex­ 
p enses of national camp aigns. Some months before there 
had been a controversy between Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Harrimnn on the question of a p revious camp aign fund 
for the Rep ublican p arty In New Yor^ State. 
There 
bad been another controversy over the alleged contribu­ 
tion of half a million dollars to the Rep ublican camp aign 
fund of 19 00 by “traction magnates” of New York—an 


allegation which was flatly denied by the treasurer of 
the fund. 
Both controversies would have been avoided if the 
habit had been established by law, or otherwise, of p ub­ 
lishing the names of contributors and the amount con­ 
tributed by each. This sp ring a measure looking to such 
p ublicity was before Congress. 
It was lost in conse­ 
quence of the maneuvering of both p arties to get the 
credit of the act. 
Before the conventions met this y ear the leading can­ 
didates exp ressed themselves in favor of p ublicity , and 
since the conventions both Mr. Taft and Mr. Bry an have 
reaffirmed their p osition. 
For the first time Americans 
will know how much the p arties si>end in the contest, 
and who contributes to their sup p ort.—Youth's Com­ 
p anion.

GOLF, THE MOTOR CAR AND MODERN LIFE. 
ONSTANTLY the old order changeth, and it 
changes more rap idly to-day than ever be­ 
fore in the history of the world. 
The Introduction of the automobile, as

A still later discovery lias been made of the same na­ 
ture, which is that clubs have been virtualy ruined by 
golf links. 
Elderly gentlemen who used to p ass their 
time sitting in club reading rooms, criticising the p assers- 
by , are now to be found in the op en air with caddies and 
golf sticks. 
Young men also would rather sp end their 
time in the country , where not only golf, f*ut Scotch and 
soda are to be had with equal facility , than lounging in 
club windows.

little and cares less for the revolution­ 
ary disturbances in the neighboring re­ 
p ublic of Honduras,” said J. Roberts 
Boatman of Belize to

Baltimore 
American man. 
Mr. Boatman te a for­ 
mer Kentuckian, who went to the Brit­ 
ish colony aforesaid to engage in the 
mahogany trade and who has p rosp ered 
greatly in ids adop ted country . 
“British Honduras," he continued, “is 
a small English p ossession of some 700 
square milts and lias a p op ulation of 
about 40,000 p eop le, ail of whom excep t, 
say 500, are negroes. 
The chief source 
of wealth lies in the flue forests of 
mahogany and logwood, but at p resent 
only the mahogany trade is p rofitable. 
There Is still p lenty of that magnificent 
timber, which in many resp ects is tho 
best on earth, but each y ear sees a con­ 
siderable dimiunttoirin the sup p ly and 
those In the business have constantly to 
go farther back into the Interior for 
their trees. 
Our laborers are all ne­ 
groes, but In a warm climate they are 
not very Industrious and it takes a 
good deal of urging to get much work 
out of them. 
All our mahogany , by 
tlit* way , goes to New York. 
“In Belize, which is a town of 10,000 
souls and about the best harbor on the 
Caribbean coast, \vg know of the revo­ 
lution in the rep ublic 
of 
Honduras 
through the p resence of exiles from 
that State. Nearly every day I see the 
dep osed ex-President Bonilla. 
He Is a 
clever negro, a fluent talker and all his 
p olitical convictions center on 
office 
holding. In this he is like all the other 
Central American p oliticians. 
Official 
sp oils is the controlling influence with 
these p atriots. 
Bonilla seems to have 
p lenty of money and so it seems that it 
p ay s to be a p rofessional revolutionist. 
“The so-called 
revolution 
in 
Hon­ 
duras is nothing more than a scheme 
on tlie p art of the grasp ing p residents 
of Guatemala and Nicaragua, which, 
ly ing between Guatemala and Nicara­ 
gua, is unfortunately a buffer in the 
contentions between the bigger states.”

FACTS ABOUT BIRDS’ TOXCU’ 
’ 
One of the government naturalist* 
at Washington has recently gather­ 
ed some fresh information concern­ 
ing the tongues of birds. 
Many people suppose that 
wood­ 
peckers 
use 
their 
sharp ^pointed 
tongues as darts with which to trans­ 
fix their prey. 
It is true that the 
woodpecker, like the 
humming-bird, 
can dart out its tongue with aston­ 
ishing rapidity, and that its mouth 
is furnished with an elaborate m e­ 
chanism for this purpose; 
yet, ac­ 
cording to the authority mentioned, 
investigation shows that the object 
of this swift motion is only to catch 
the prey, not to pierce it. 
For the 
purpose of holding the captured vic­ 
tim, the woodpecker’s tongue is fur­ 
nished with a sticky secretion. 
Considering its powers of imitating 
speech, it is not surprising to learn 
that 
the 
parrot’s 
tongue resembles 
that of man more closely than any 
other bird’s. 
It is not because the 
parrot is more intelligent than the 
other birds, but because its tongue 
is better suited for articulation than 
theirs that it is able to amuse us 
with its mimicry. 
The humming-bird’s tongue Is in 
some respects tho most remarkable 
of all. 
It is double nearly from end 
to end; 
so that 
the 
little bird 
is 
able to grasp its insect prey with 
irs tongue, much as if its mouth wa* 
furnished with a pair of fingers— New 
York Mail.

House of fiords rejects the measure, 
nothing save shortage of supply will 
stand in Scotland’s way of capturing 
the world’s tobacco market. 
Tobacco growing had previously been 
discussed in relation to Ireland and 
history repeated itself. 
As on the for­ 
mer day Mr. Redmond had been beheld 
Wistfully holding out an Irish cigar 
for the acceptance of any member who 
wished to prove himself a self-devoted 
patriot, so now Alpheus Cleophas Mor­ 
ton, the member for Sutherlaudshire, 
presented himself to the parliamentary 
eye with cigars made of genuine Scotch 
tobacco. 
“There!” he said with pride. 
“They are as good as can be grown in 
any country.” 
“Hand them around,” said a -bold 
member, hut Mr. Morton spared him. 
Mr. Younger, another member, declar­ 
ed that ho was afraid the Scotch to­ 
bacco would not Im of high quality, at 
which there was an angry growl from 
the Scotch members. 
“Well,” be went 
on, “I should be sorry to smoke it my­ 
self. 
I have tried to smoke Welsh to­ 
bacco and a man who can stand that 
can stand anything!” 
But the mem­ 
bers thought Welsh tobacco was ob­ 
viously beside the point. 
So is English, 
for that matter. 
Tobacco is or has 
been grown in England, but the fact is 
hardly ever mentioned, and the conse­ 
quences are kept dark. 
Frivolous coal­ 
men fora suggest that if Scotland and 
Ireland can produce “giving aw ay” ci­ 
gars there will he a great destiny for 
the Industry.

OLD ST. PA U L’S. 


T h e 
I*redece«Mor o f L o n d o n * * 
G r e a t 
Cathedral. 
The church was begun after the first 
great fire of 1130, but not finally com­ 
pleted until 1498. The spire was consid­ 
ered tile handsomest aud was the tallest 
in Europe, rising to a height of 520 
feet above tin* pavement. 
On the top 
was a ball supporting a cross and ter­ 
minating in an eagle. 
It was destroyed 
by lightning in 1501. 
At tho west end 
of the edifice were two massive towers, 
one of w hich contained a lockup for ec­ 
clesiastical offenders, and was known 
as the Lollards’ tower. 
The bishops’ 
palace was on the north side, aud be­ 
hind it was the great church of Grey 
Friars, on the site of the choir of which 
Christ Church, Newgate, now stands. 
At first old St. Paul’s had no cloister, 
but in 1332 the garden of the Dean and 
Chapter avos taken for the purpose and 
the roof of the chapter house may be 
detected rising on the western side of 
tile south transept. 
There was also a 
school for the choir boys at the east 
end. 
The interior of the cathedral was 
very spacious, but was much blocked 
up with monuments. 
Those to Sir 
Philip Sydney on the north aisle of tho 
choir, near to Sir Francis VValsingham, 
and one of enormous size to Sir Chris­ 
topher Hatton in tho south aisle were 
there in Shakespeare’s time. 
Aw older 
tomb was that of Sir John Beauchamp, 
popularly believed to be that of Hum­ 
phrey, Duke of Gloucester, who was, 
however, buried at St. Albans. 
“To 
dine with I Juke Humphrey” meant to 
wander 
dinneriess 
In 
the 
cathedral 
nave. 
St. Paul s was a cathedral of 
what is known as* “the old foundation.” 
In churches of this type there was a 
dean, assisted 
by canons, who were 
responsible for daily services. 
They 
were not monks, but ordained clergy­ 
men, each of them endowed with an es­ 
tate. Most of these estates were in the 
neigldiorhood of London, and the can­ 
ons, their owners, lived on them as 
country squires. 
By degrees they all 
leased away their prebends, and the 
modern canons are specially endowed, 
l>ut without estates. 
The edifice was 
destroyed in the great fire of 
I Odd, 
when history records that the lead of 
its roof and rebuilt spire “ran off like 
water.”— Scientific American.

Inclosed he should give his home ad­ 
dress or the addre.-s of a friend in tin 
United States, so that communication 
could he made. or the address of any 
friend <>r business connection on this 
side Could Dc* mentioned with the same 
object and for the purpose of obtain­ 
ing necessary funds. 
I have been in­ 
formed on credible authority that a 
person has no legal right to control the 
disposition of his remains, although I 
have 
no 
doubt 
relatives rn- friends 
would respect the wishes of the de 
ceased. 
In the event of the death in 
this country of a person domiciled in 
the United States at any of the hotels 
an undertaker Is at once called in and 
tile remains removed therefrom, pro­ 
vided always tile deceased 
lias had 
proper medical attendance and that the 
doctor attending gives a certificate of 
deutb. 
If tin1 death is sudden, the cor­ 
oner of the district is at once notified 
aud an Inquest is held, the body in the 
meantime being removed 
to a public 
mortuary pending result of 
the 
in­ 
quest. 
If the verdict of death from 
natural causes be rendered, the coro­ 
ner signs an order and gives it to the 
representative of tile deceased, who in­ 
structs the undertaker 
what 
to 
do. 
The transportation of the remains Is 
in the hands of tit# friends or the rep* 
resentative of Uh1 deceased and is not 
controlled by any local or government 
authority.”
